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Speculations on the lethal stamped in Phnom Penh, Cambodia 
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•••There has been much speculation 
on the lethal stamped in Phnom Penh, 
Cambodia, happened on November 22, 
2010, during the marking of the Water festival 
celebration. The stamped happened mainly 
on the new bridge connecting Phnom Penh 
to Diamond Island that killed 35! and 
injured hundreds of thousands of concert 
goers and people attended festival who surge 
across this bridge* 

The rumor speculations: 

1) Electrical wire spark at the front o f 
the concert stage that electrocute concert 
goers caused the crow to push back-ward 
and created stamped. To control the crow 
the fire fighter spayed water into the river 
of people that increase electrocution and 
growing force of stamped. 

2) The human capacity was over the 
limit, about 10 people found unconscious* 
The incident caused fear and panic among 
the concert goers that lead to stamped. 

3) The panic started on a bridge fearing 
electricity running through fallen wires* 

4) Hun Sen commented, "The incident 
happened because of carelessness*" Gove- 
rnment didn’t expect this "thing" to happen* 

5) Superstition over the new bridge 
being cultivated by raw evil spirit, as the 
bridge should be bless with holy water by 
the monks before open to public use. 

Resolutions: 

1) A committee was set up to investigate 
the disaster* Committee members included 
the ruling party (CPP) and the developer 
of the Diamond Island, the "Overseas 
Cambodian Investment Corporation (OCIQ* 
The two groups could be blamed for their 
handling of the incident. 

2) Preliminary investigation found the 
swaying of the Diamond gate bridge trig- 
gered panic. Between 7,000 to 8,000 people 
thought to have been on the bridge at time* 

3) Initially, Cambodian government- 
plan to compensate $1,227 U.S. dollars and 
OCIC $ 1 ,000 U.S. dollars to family of each 
victim. Later the cost of each human life 
spiraled up to $12,000 U*S. dollars per 
family of the victim. This was influent by 
the royal family and "informal compensa- 
tion schemes and televised call- in dona- 
tion from the public.* 

4) Cambodian public and families of 
the victims requested the government have 
OCIC build memorial on Diamond Island 
dedicating to the victims of the tragic 
stamped. 

5) Cambodian overseas reacted over 
whelmingly and drastically to the tragic 
event of the stamped. They put in effort 
to raise fund to assist the injured and the 
deceased victims' families* 

Points to consider: 

1) Cambodian government can man 
date and offer accessible resources to the 
following individuals, government con 
tractors, engineers, developers, project and 
construction management firms, risk and 
public safety professionals, and government 
officials and policy makers to a "Mitigating 
disaster through design and construction: 
Planning and building for resiliency 1 ’ con- 
ference. The conference is a two days event 
on 02-03 March 201 1, in the United State of 
America, at Renaissance Washington DC 
Dupont Circle Hotel. This conference 
organzed by Engineering News-Record

2) Public and private sectors in Cambodia 
should increase or start a planning and create 
emergency respond techniques and protocols 
in handling crisis situations and incidents 
for urban, rural, and remote communities 
in Cambodia. Use the two famous social 
media, television and radio programs, and 
school system to help educate and raise 


safety responds awareness* 

3) Develop Emergency Service Unit 
(ESU) that offer multi-faceted and multi- 
talented element within municipal, county, 
and province authority Law enforcement- 
agency’s special operations command* 

4) Select "only" the highest level of 
physical agility and members who must 
maintain good personal health who can 
meet the crisis challenges of tactical situa- 
tion- not those individuals who only want to 
show up after the crisis and display dis- 
graceful images of incompetency pretending 
to examine the incident area without critical 
thoughts or considerable respect to the 
injured or deceased victims and their fami- 
lies, as demonstrated in the enclosed picture* 

5) Recruit non-law enforcement agency 
based municipal, county, or non-govem 
ment entity and volunteer groups located 
in both urban, rural, and remote areas to 
form an ESU swat team. Because they are 
non-professional in the rescue work, create 
an emergency response situation a*s a demo, 
model for practice to build skills and ability 
to handle incidents in major public events. 

6) Develop key rationale for the inte- 
gration of the functions that many rural and 
remote communities do not have* Dedicate 
the staffing, resources, and infrastructure 
to sustain immediate 24/7 emergency res- 
ponse for the purpose of human security 
in conflict and emergencies. 

7) In any event, when the public affair is 
being held, the host of the event and the 
authority agency who issued the permit or 
license to operate should be held account- 
able and responsible for any unforeseen 
damage, loss, and tragic that may occur* 

8) The kind public overseas who pledge 
donation to Cambodia (outside of profes- 
sional -non-license context) should reflect 
on the following Khmer proverbs:

C. "Don't trust a hungry man to deliver 
your rice." (Refer to a man who is desti tute 
and in need to fulfill his craving. This cra- 
ving could be for personal gain or benefit.

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A Year Later,

Human rights observers world- 
wide condemned the deportation 
which went ahead before the Uig- 
hurs claims for asylum could be 
Processed Cambodia is a signatory 
to the 1951 UN Convention on the 
Natus of Refugees, whidi prohibits 
the repatriation of asylum-seekers 
who coukl lace persecution 
Foreign Ministry spokesman 
Kuong yesterday said he had 
no idea” where the asylum-seek- 
ers were, aid that the government : 
had “never” inquired after them fol- 
lowing tlie deportation. He defend- 
ed the deportation on the grounds 
that the Uighurs were not refugees.
